WASHINGTON—Rep. Dwight 
L. Rogers of Fort Lauderdale said 
today he would seek reelection to a 
fourth term in Congress “solely on 
my record as made in Congress,” 
The 68-year-old Democrat, the first 


and-only representative from the 
Sixth Congressional District, is- 


sued a formal statement at his of- 
fice here outlining that record, 

The Congressman won national 
acclaim as early as his first term 
in office by his sponsorship of the 
first GI terminal leave pay bill, 
giying enlisted men and women an 
‘\even break with officers in receiv» 
‘ng pay for leave accured at the 
time of their discharge. 

He is a lawyer in private life, 
but gave up his practice when ne 
entered Congress: “Being a mem- 
ber of Congress, if you do it right, 
js a full time cl plained. 
“I don't think the people-of my dis- 
trict want a part time Congress- 
man and I certainly do not intend 
they shall have one.’ Rogers’ rec-

Rogers, who keeps long officə
